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HOW TO BUY 


By SYDNEY 


This year a well-insulated house pays off more than ever. | 


Prices of all heating fuels hav 


the winters certainly seem to be colder than when this writer| 


was a boy. 


Most obvious advantages of insulation of course are pre-| 
vention of heat loss in winter @—-—_ 


and heat entry in summer, and 
@reater general comfort  be- 
cause the house is more evenly 
warm and there’s less radiant heat 
loss from the body of cold surfaces. 
However, adequate insulation has 
extra value in houses with older 
heating systems. The furnace 
doesn’t have to work as hard and 
will last longer. In new houses or 
where a heating system is being 
replaced, adequate insulation per- 
mits a smaller heating system. 

Note, however, the emphasis on 
“adequate” insulation. Most new 
houses built since the war are sup- 
posed to be insulated. However, 
on the word of real insulation ex- 
perts and heating engineers this 
writer has consulted, some are 
poorly insulated indeed. A developer 
or contractor can advertise a 
house is “insulated” but how much 
or how skilfully, is another mat- 
ter. Even on houses approved for 
FHA mortgages, the FHA inspec- 
tor can't always be on hand to see 
that the insulation is put in uni- 
formly and without gaps and with 
the vapor barrier on the right side, 
or even that adequate thickness is 
used. As one engineer points out, 
the insulation is sometimes al- 
ready covered up when the inspec- 
tor looks at the job. 


CONFUSING CLAIMS 

Some of the same confusion and 
even inadequate results may occur 
in arranging to insulate already- 
existing houses. An installer may 
offer “double thickness” without 
specifying the exact thickness, or 
may skimp on the amount he blows 
into the walls. There are also con- 
fusing claims about the effective- 
ness of different types, notably 
counter-claims for rock wool and 
fiberglass. You'll also encounter a 
disparity of price among various 
installers. For example, one man 
recently got estimates on insulat- 
ing the roof and side walls of his 
ten-year-old six-room frame house. 
One firm estimated $600 to insulate 
with rock wool. Another estimated 
$487 with fiberglass. A third es- 
timated $434—with rock wool. 

The home-owner

bank that had the mortgage on 
the house (a very interested party) 
and with other people in town who 
had used this installer, to be sure 
the firm had a reputation for re-

enfranchised installers to follow 
certain standards.
